London, Jan. 2 


-—From the south 
of England to the northern tip of 
Scotland, cities and open spaces 
alike have been damaged by a great | 
rain and wind storm which began | 
yesterday and was still in progress 
this morning. Twenty persons were 
killed and hundreds injured. The 
property damage will be extensive. 

Scotland was the hardest hit, 
Nineteen deaths and hundreds in- 
jured wes the toll of casualties, ac- 
cording to latest reports, nine of the 
feuths and 400 injured being repeurt- 
d from Glasgow.

GAINSBOROUGH AND “THE 
BLUE BOY" 


The painting, “The Blue Boy,” 
which inspired Arthur Maude'’s story 
in the Short Feature picture, “The 
Blue Boy,” coming to the Empress 
Monday and ‘Tuesday, is one of the 
most famous from the brush of Sir 
Thomas Gainsborough.

Gainsborough was a great color- 
ist and a master of tonalities.

Gainsborough was born in Sud- 
bury, England, in 1727, He showed 
an early aptitude for drawing and 
was encouraged to cultivate thy 

ift. He went to London to study 
drawing, engraving and painting 
before he was fiftee years old. 

In 1760, Gainsborough went to che 
fashinable town of Bath, where he 
painted many of his noted portraits. 
Returning to London in 1774 he was 
given many orders to paint portraits 
of members of the family of King 
George the Third,
